The applicant has cancelled claims 12 and 24 and has proposed to amend 
independent claims 1 and 14 to include the subject matter of claims 12 and 24. The 
applicant has argued that a determination of print quality based on flexible criteria in 
combination as claimed is not taught or rendered obvious by the applied prior art. The 
examiner disagrees. As noted in the applied rejection the print quality is at least set 
based upon user preference (column 17, lines 20-35 of Nohata et al ), which is clearly a 
flexible criteria.
